4. Laftly,that you would confider who they are that have been ejefted the_ 
eArmy, or — forced to forſ<e it, for their Faithfulneſs to the Cauſe of 
God and hy People, in bearing their teſtimony againft Tyranny and Oppreſsion, 
and with all ſpeed call them ah. Irs Places, and admit them to your Councils, 


In the doing of theſe things you vvill ſtrengthen our hopes, that you are in reality and 
truth for God and his people, vvho vvill be thereby engaged to encourage and ſtand: by you 
vvith their lives and Eſtates ; otherwiſe our Fears will be enlarged, that you are but daubing. 
with untempered mortar z and you may affuredly expe, that then the Lord will depart from 
you, and all the Faithful decline you. es SN
